To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Compstall  Urban  District 

Council. 

Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  reporting  on  the  Sanitary  conditions  pre- 
vailing in  the  Urban  District  of  Compstall  during  the  year  1914. 

A.— NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 
OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

1. — The  district  is  chiefly  rural,  and  lies  on  the  South  and 
South-Easterly  portion  of  the  Werneth  Hills,  in  the  North-West 
portion  of  the  County  of  Chester,  being  separated  from  the  Glossop 
Rural  District,  in  the  County  of  Derby,  by  the  river  Etherow.  It 
is  bounded  on  the  North  by  the  borough  of  Hyde,  on  the  West  and 
South-West  by  the  Romiley  and  Bredbury  U.D.C.,  and  on  the  East 
and  South-East  by  the  Glossop  Rural  District.  The  urban  portion 
of  the  district  lies  at  the  lo’wer  border  of  the  district  on  the  South 
and  South-Easterly  side.  The  sub-soil  is  a mixture  of  sand  and  clay, 
with  underlying  rock. 

2. — Population  of  the  district  at  census  1911  was  908. 

„ „ ,,  1901  „ 875. 

Increase  during  decennium  1901-1911  was  33,  or  3 per  1,000. 

I estimate  the  population  for  year  1914  to  be  912. 

Number  of  houses  inhabited  in  July,  1914,  was  236. 

Average  number  per  house-  was  3' 9. 
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The  chief  occupations  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  urban  portion 
are  weaving  and  spinning.  The  inhabitants  of  t/he  rural  portion  are 
chiefly  farmers  and  labourers. 

There  is  a fair  amount  of  outdoor  relief  to  the  old  inhabitants. 

There  are  no  cases,  so  far  as  I can  gather,,  at  present  in  the 
Union,  nor  are  there  any  cases  receiving  gratuitous  meaical  relief. 

The  social  conditions  of  the  inhabitants  are  clean  and  healthy, 
with  one  or  two  exceptions. 

The  mills  have  been  working  full  time  up  to  the  commencement 
of  the  war.  During  the  war  they  are  only  running  half-time. 
There  is,  however,  not  much  acute  distress.  Local  relief  is  being 
given  to  one  or  two  cases. 

There  are  no  reports  of  overcrowding. 


B.— SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  water  supply  is  abundant,  constant,  and  of  good  drinking 
qualities. 

It  is  obtained  from  springs  on  the  upland,  and  conveyed  tO'  two 
reservoirs,  from  whence  it  is  carried  by  mains  to  the  houses. 

The  reservoirs  are  cleaned  out  and  limed  every  year,  and  the 
mains  are  flushed  periodically. 

Provision  has  been  made  to  divert  the  water  before  it  reaches 
the  reservoirs  in  times  of  flood. 

The  water  is  free  from  lead,  and  has  no  plumbo-solvent  action. 

There  is  very  little  possibility  of  contamination.  Some  of  the 
houses  in  the  urban  portion  and  the  houses  in  the  rural  portion  are 
supplied  from  springs  and  wells.  These  are  well  protected,  and 
free  from  contamination.  The  question  of  erection  of  tents  on  the 
upland  ought  to  receive  your  attention  owing-  to  the  liability  of 
wells  and  springs  becoming  contaminated  by  persons  using  the  said 
tents. 
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RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

Tho  river  Etherow,  which  sepiarates  the  district  from  the 
Glossop  Rural  District  is  contaminated  with  the  refuse  from  works 
hig’her  up  the  river,  and  occasionally  is  malodorous,  but  there  has 
been  no  complaint  owing  to  the  large  amount  of  rainfall. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

The  sewage  consists  of  slop  water,  and  is  conveyed  by  the  sewers 
to  a reserve,  which  collects  river  and  spring  water  for  the  turbine 
at  the  mills,  thence  it  flows  into  the  river. 

The  outlets  in  the  reserve  are  constantly  cleaned,  and  the 
effluvia  arising  from  the  reserve  has  been  practically  imperceptible. 

Your  Council  are  considering  the  question  of  a sewerage  scheme 
for  the  urban  portion  of  the  district. 

The  closet  accommodation  is  sufficient,  being  one  to  each  house. 

The  ashpits  are  not  emptied  regularly,  and  complaints  have 
been  received.  The  owners  of  the  property  remove  the  ashpit  refuse. 
I advise  the  Council  to  arrange  for  more  regular  and  frequent 
emptying  and  cleansing. 

The  house  refuse  is  generally  burned  by  the  inhabitants. 

The  tip  is  a good  distance  away  from  any  dwelling,  and  in  no 
way  causes  a nuisance. 

The  house  drains  are  trapped  and  ventilated.

SANITARY  INSPECTION  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

This  has  been  regularly  carried  out  by  the  Inspector,  who  has 
reported  that  he  has  made  during  the  year  145  inspections;  6 in- 
formal notices  served ; no  prosecutions ; no  statutory  notices  served. 

I have  also  visited  and  inspected  the  urban  portion  of  the 
district  regularly. 

I have  made  special  visits  and  inspections  of  houses  in  the  rural 
portion  where  nuisances  or  cases  of  fever  have  been  reported. 

There  are  no  lodging-houses,  slaughter-houses  or  offensive

trades  in  the  district. 
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SCHOOLS. 

The  schools  have  been  inspected^  and  found  clean  and  healthy. 

There  is  sufficient  closet  accommodation.  The  play-yard  is 
aspLalted,  and  the  supply  of  water  is  good  and  pure. 

The  School  Medical  Officer  has  not  reported  any  infectious  case 
this  year. 

There  was  a slight  epidemic  of  scarlet  fever  during  the  year. 
This  will  be  dealt  with  in  the  report  on  infectious  diseases. 

FOOD. 

(a) — Milk  Supply: — 

The  milk  supplied  by  the  farmers  residing  in  and  out  of  the 
district  is  good  and  wholesome.  No  prosecutions  reported.  The 
cans  and  utensils  are  kept  clean. 

The  farms  in  the  district  have  been  inspected  and  found  free 
from  any  sanitary  defects. 

Cowsheds  are  limewashed  twice  a year. 

Cowshed  rules  have  been  distributed  amongst  the  farmers. 

OTHER  FOODS. 

There  were  no  prosecutions  under  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act. 
The  premises  were  clean  and  sanitary  on  inspection.  Food  whole- 
some. No  diseased  meat  was  found. 


HOUSING  ACCOMMODATION. 

The  houses  are  substantially  built,  and  of  sufficient  accommo- 
dation. Backyards  are  spacious,  and  in  most  cases  kept  clean  and 
sanitary.  Open  spaces  are  numerous,  and  the  blocks  of  houses  are 
well  apart  and  not  congested.  Number  of  houses  erected  during 
the  year,  1 .

SANITARY  ADMINISTRATION  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

1.  — The  Inspector  and  I have  made  regular  periodioal  visits  to 
houses  and  farms  in  urban  and  rural  portions.  Special  visits  have 
been  made  in  all  infectious  cases,  and  the  houses  have'  been 
disinfected  by  the  Inspector  or  his  assistant. 

2.  — The  Council  have  an  arrangement  with  the  Hyde  Corpora- 
tion by  which  cases  requiring  isolation  can  be  removed,  and  treated 
at  the  Hyde  Isolation  Hospital.  The  Council  retain  one  bed,  and 
can  send  other  cases  if  necessary.  This  is  sufficient  for  the  district. 
Two  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  one  of  diphtheria,  and  one  of  typhoid 
were  isolated  at  the  Hospital  during  the  year. 

There  were  no  chemical  or  bacteriological  examinations  during 
the  year.  The  Council  have  made  arrangements  with  the  Bacterio- 
logical Laboratory,  Manchester,  so  that  specimens  may  be  sent  for 
examination. 

PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OVER  ACUTE  INFECTIOUS 

DISEASES. 

A slight  epidemic  of  Scarlet  Fever  broke  out  in  October,  12 
cases  being  reported.  In  January  a case  was  reported  on  Werneth 
Low,  which  is  the  highest  part  of  the  district,  and  adjacent  to  the 
Hyde  Borough. 

In  May  and  June  two  cases  occurred  at  a farm  on  AVerneth 

Low. 


These  three  cases  attended  school  in  the  borough  of  Hyde, 
where  there  was  an  epidemic  of  Scarlet  Fever,  and  there  was  little 
doubt  that  the  children  contracted  the  disease  from  school.  The 
two  at  the  farm  were  isolated  at  Hyde  Hospital,  and  strict  orders 
given  with  regard  to  milk. 
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The  outbreak  in  October  was  mild,  and  all  cases  were  isolated 
at  home,  and  all  the  children  anointed  with  eucalyptus  oil.  The 
affected  children  were  isolated  for  six  weeks.  There  were  no  return 
cases . 


One  case  was  reported  on  Oct.  1st,  age  8. 

Two  cases  were  reported  on  Oct.  3,  aged  4 and  3^. 

One  case  was  reported  on  Oct.  4,  age  12. 

Two  cases  were  reported  on  Oct.  6,  age  25  and  11. 

One  case  was  reported  on  Oct.  8,  age  12. 

Two  cases  were  reported  on  Oct.  12,  age  6 and  4. 

One  case  was  reported  on  Oct.  17,  age  2. 

One  case  was  reported  on  Oct.  22,  age  6. 

One  case  was  reported  on  Oct.  30,  age  4. 

One  case  was  reported  on  Dec.  8,  age  18. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  Scarlet  Fever.  One  case  of  Typhoid 
was  reported  on  September  14th,  and  isolated  the  same  day  at  Hyde 
Hospital.  No'  cause  could  be  found. 

One  case  of  Diphtheria  was  reported  on  July  30,  and  sent  to 
Hospital  the  same  day.  This  case  died  suddenly,  after  apparent 
improvement,  on  August  8,  1914.  I visited  and  inspected  premises, 
but  could  find  no  defects  in  drains. 

One  case  of  Erysipelas  was  reported  on  December  1st.  This 
was  isolated  at  home. 

There  was  no  case  of  Tuberculosis  reported. 

A report  on  the  outbreak  of  Scarlet  Fever  was  sent  to  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  County  on  October  9,  1914. 

It  was  not  deemed  advisable  to  close  the  schools. 

There  were  two  cases  of  Measles  reported. 


OTHER  DISEASES. 

The  district  has  been  free  from  Influenza  and  other  Infectious 
Diseases.  There  is  no  prevalence  of  any  particular  disease. 
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INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

The  mothers  are  certainly  better  educated  as  regards  the  care 
of  infants,  and  feed  them  more  rationally.  Improvements  could 
be  made  in  certain  cases,  and  the  District  Nurse  is  very  attentive  to 
any  case  notified.  Circulars  have  been  distributed  by  her,  and 
parents  instructed  both  by  the  doctors  and  nurse.  There  have  been 
no  cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. 

I have  inspected  books,  bag,  appliances,  and  house  of  midwife 
redding  in  the  district  four  times  this  year,  and  found  everything 
satisractory. 

The  Notification  of  Births  Act  has  not  been  adopted. 

There  was  one  death  of  infants  under  one  year.  This  was  due 
to  malformation  of  brain.

ROADS. 

Low  Top  Quarry  has  b>een  rentod  up  to  the  31st  of  March  this 
year,  and  Low  Top  Hill  has  been  metalled  and  the  hill  is  in  a very 
good  condition.  The  remaining  parts  of  the  roads  have  been  kept  in 
the  usual  condition.  I have  sold  14  Loads  of  Stone  to  private 
owners. 

PLANS. 

The  following  plans  have  been  passed  by  the  Council  : — 5 new 
Bungalows  behind  ''  Tobit  Farm  ” for  Mr.  Green,  of  Stockport,  and 
7 Cabins  on  various  farms;  the  drains  of  Mr.  Smith’s  and  Mr. 
Green’s  houses  have  been  passed. 


SANITARY. 

No.  1,  Privies. — The  privies  have  been  kept  in  fair  order,  and 
ail  complaints  have  been  attended  to.  The  majority  of  houses  have 
Privy- Ashpits  ; frequent  inspections  have  been  made  en  bloc,  and 
are  kept  clean. 

No'.  2. — The  number  of  premises  visited  during  the  year  is  145, 
and  number  of  defects  discovered  6 ; informal  notices  served,  all  of 
which  have  been  abated.  No  prosecution  or  statutory  notices 
served. 

No.  3,  Housing  Regulations. — Twelve  houses  have  been  in- 
spected for  the  purpose  of  Section  17  of  the  Act  of  1909,  and  were  all 
found  to  conform  with  the  Clauses  of  the  Act  as  to  light,  circulation 
of  air,  and  condition  of  house  and  yard. 

A. — No  Dwelling-houses  were  found  in  a dangerous  state  or  unfit 
for  human  habitation.

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The  majority  of  houses  are  tenanted  by  mill  hands,  and  are 
well  looked  after  by  the  owners.  The  Closets  and  Ashpits  are 
emptied  frequently,  and  any  small  nuisance  reported,  and  imme- 
diately rectihed.  The  Farms  are  in  a good  state,  kept  clean,  and  the 
Shippons  whitewashed. 

The  Mill  has  been  inspected  frequently,  and  found  in  good 
order.  There  have  been  16  houses  stoved — 15  Scarlet  Fever  and 
1 Diphtheria. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  Water  Supply  has  been  good,  and  the  reservoirs  kept  clean.
